James N. Juliana, an investi- 
gator for Senator Joseph R. Me- 
Carthy’s Senate Investigating 
subcommittee, today assumed 
full responsibility for the con- 
troversial “cropping” of a pho- 
tograph to show Secretary of the 
Army Robert T. Stevens and 
Pvt. G. David Schine alone. 

Juliana said he had ,under- 
stood the committee investigat- 
ing the row between McCarthy 
and Army officials wanted a 
likeness of Stevéns and Schine, 
so he had a third figure elimi- 
nated in enlarging a_ picture 
supplied by Schine. He said this 
was done “without any malicious 
intention whatsoever.” 

“There was no intent to de- 
ceive... . . There was no intent 
to trick,” Juliana swore. 


The Army has charged was 
“shamefully doctored.” It is a 
major issue in the hearing be- 
cause Secretary Stevens has tes- 
tified he never was photograph- 
ed alone with Schine. 

No Instructions. 

Juliana said no one gave him 
any instructions to “crop” the 
picture. He said specifically, he 
did not talk about it with Sena- 
tor McCarthy or Roy M. Cohn, 
general counsel to the McCarthy 
committee.

Under questioning Juliana 
said he also assumed full re- 
sponsibility for withholding from 
Ray H. Jenkins, special counsel 
for the MeCarthy-Army investi- 
gation, information that the 
original photograph included 
three persons. 

Juliana said that on his in- 
structions. separate “blow-ups” 
were made to show all three 
figures and to show schine and 
Stevens alone. 

Senator Henry C. Dworshak 
(Rep.), Idaho, asked why Juliana 
did not supply both prints to 
Jenkins for introduction as 
evidence. 

Juliana said he did not do so 
because he understood his in- 
structions were to bring in a 
picture of Schine and Stevens 
and there was “never any men- 
tion of another party.“ 

Met With Cohn, Jenkins. 

The references to “instruc- 
tions” in this instance was to a 
conference he said Cohn had 
with Jenkins about material the 
McCarthy staff could supply for 
the inquiry. Either Jenkins or 
Cohn, Juliana said, asked for the 
photo.

ATHENS, April 30 (AP) — A 
sharp earthquake struck Greece 
today. Interior Minister John 
Nikolitsas said at least 15,000 
persons were made homeless. 

“The calamity,” he said, “is 
comparable only to the catas- 
trophic earthquake wiiich laid 
waste the Ionian islands last 
August.” From 600 to 1000 per- 
sons were killed and 120,000 
were reported to have lost their 
homes in the Ionian disaster. 

The quake today centered in 
central Greece near the Pindus 
mountain village of Granitsa, 
135 miles northwest of Athens. 
The Athens observatory de- 
Scribed it as of “catastrophic in- 
tensity.” 

Police in Lamia, 100 miles 
north of Athens, said houses col- 
lapsed in Agia Marina and Kato 
Domokos and a number of per- 
sons were injured. Some casual- 
ties and damage were reported 
in Trikkala, center of a farming 
district 50 miles north of Lamia. 

Nikolitsas told of heavy dam- 
age and.scattered casualties: 

In Kardista, 75 per cent of 
the houses collapsed and about 
10,000 persons lost their homes. 

In Sophades, near 
98 per cent of the houses col- 
lapsed, six persons were killed 
and several injured. About 4000 
were reported homeless there. 

In Pharsala, 80 per cent of 
the houses collapsed and a num- 
ber of persons—the total un- 
specified—were killed or in- 
jured

LONDON, April 30 (UP) — 
Prime Minister Churchill urged 
today that relations be estab- 
lished with Russia that will con- 
vince the Soviets “we wish them 
peace.” 

Speaking to an audience of 
Conservative party members, 
Churchill said he favored a 
policy which “in spite of all its 
distractions and perils and con- 
tradictions, would convinee the 
Russian people and the Soviet 
government that we wish them 
peace, happiness and ever-ex- 
panding prosperity.” 

He said he also hopes to con- 
vince France that Germany must 
be accepted back into the fam- 
ily of Europe.” 

“Our policy today is to pre- 
serve our friendship with France 
and to convince the French peo- 
ple that their own safety, as well 
as the freedom of Europe, will 
not be achieved without bringing 
Germany back into the family of 
Europe and enabling her to play 
the worthy part she has accepted 


in the defense of western Eu- 
rope,” Churchill said. 

He added: 

“Beyond all, for the first in 
all our thoughts and duties is 
our friendship and brotherhood 
with the United States of Amer- 
ica whose disinterested exertions 
and sacrifices since the war 
will live long in history and 
without whose unrivaled power 
chaos and subjugation might 
overwhelm us all.”

for late spring and early sum- 
mer may be even more plentiful 
than the bountiful supplies of |

It said Americans are likely 
to eat more chicken, eggs and 
dairy products than a year ar- 
lier, with output. of these} 
products high and priced lower. 


Supplies of meat will be 
somewhat the high level 
of last spritig: because of a cut- 
back in the pig crop last fall, 
the department said in a report 
on the national food situation. 
But marketings of hogs are ex- 
pected to be heavier later in 
the year, reflecting a larger pig 
crop this spring, the report said. 

Planting surveys were said to 
indicate spring vegetable 
and meilon production this year 
will be above last year, but 
that the spring crops of straw- 
berries and peaches in the South 
r 

e ment said supplies 
of some fishery products and 
lard will be smaller, but plenti- 
ful supplies of alternative foods 
will be available. 

Demand for food is expected 
to continue strong the next few 
months. Retail prices for matiy 
céreal products and fats and oils 
other than butter probably will 
continue a little above those of 
last spring, the report said. 

The department also said: 

Prices of potatoes, sweet vo- 
tatoes, some fresh vegetables, as 
well as dairy and poultry prod- 
ucts are expected to be lower 
than a year ago; 

Pork prices may reach a peak 
around mid and decline 
sooner than usual because of 
heayy marketings of hogs from 
the spring crop; 

For the spring and summer, 
retail food prices may average 
only slightly lower than both a 
year earlier and in the first 
three months of this year;

How to speed up the McCarthy-vs.-Army in- 
now well into its second -week? 


Chairman Mundt and his Republican colleagues, 


Senators Dirksen, Potter and Dworshak, and the 
Democratic Senators,.AMcClellan, Jackson and 
Symington, are asking themselves this question. 
Their concern is eminently in order. 

Senator Potter says that at the present rate 
of progress, the hearings may last until Labor 
Day. Senator Symington suggests possibly all 
summer. Special Subcommittee Counsel Jenkins’ 
original estimate of 10 days has only two or 
three days to run. Obviously that guess was far 
too optimistic. 

There are two major ways in which to move 
more rapidly through the testimony of princi- 
pals and witnesses. One way is for each Senator 
sitting on the subcommittee to avoid asking 
questions which duplicate the questions already 
asked by other Senators. If the information has 
been testified to before, it should be enough for 
Chairman Mundt to say so. For unless some new 
line or special point is being developed, it is 
wholly useless to go back over ground that has 
already been covered. 

This, however, is the lesser of the two means 
to speed up the investigation. The means that 
will save by far the most time is for Chairman 
Mundt to require one of the principals in the 
controversy, Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin, to 


The leniency to Senator McCarthy is under- 
standable. The subcommittee necessarily does 
not want to give even the appearance of perse- 
cuting him. It does not want to mistreat him as 
he has mistreated countless witnesses, hastily 
summoned and lacking counsel. Because of this 
Chairman Mundt and his colleagues have allowed 
Senator McCarthy to get away with murder. 

They have permitted him to make one stump 
oration after another under the guise of raising 
a non-existing point of order. They have al- 
lowed him to speak insultingly to Army Secre- 
tary Stevens, to Mr. Stevens's gracious coun- 
sel, Joseph N. Welch, to Maj. Gen. Reber, to As- 
sistant Secretary of Defense Hensel. They have 
allowed him to insult even Mr. Jenkins, who is 
attempting, under most difficult circumstances, 
to be fair and evenhanded in eliciting informa- 
tion.

The Business-Like Way 

Is the St. Louis School:Board buying as much 
education as it should for each tax dollar it 
collects from the people? Or are waste and in- 
efficiency in the system’s non-teaching depart- 
ments robbing the taxpayers and depriving the 
children of the educational advantages they 
should be getting? : 

At least six members of the board are deeply 
concerned with answering such questions. And 
so last December, over the bitter opposition of 
a clique led by Charles J. Dyer and including 
Board President Oscar A. Ehrhardt, they pushed 
through a $50,000 appropriation for an exami- 
nation of all operations and practices in the non- 
teaching departments.

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Not Enough Grass 


President Eisenhower’s White House confer- 
ence with the governors of five drouth-stricken 
western states gives recognition to the national 
character of this disaster. Whatever action comes 
of the conférence, it will need to be bold and 
broad if it is to be effective. 

The problem can be stated simply: There is 
too much Jand in wheat and too little in grass. 
Land in grass has been overgrazed and land in 
wheat has been plowed when it should have re- 
mained sod. The consequence of both these ex- 
cesses is soil-blowing—dust storms carving out 
a new Dust Bowl. 2° 

Gov. Thornton of Colorado, worst-hit of the 
western states, makes sense when he says: As 
long as wheat prices are so high, they are cer- 
tain to induce farmers to plow up the land.” 
Government policies will almost certainly need 
to move away from high support prices for wheat 
to increased incentives for turning croplands 
back into grasslands, Thomas L. Stokes says of- 
ficials at Washington tre talking in terms of six 
to eight million acres reconverted to grasslands. 

Only the Federal Government can supply the 
leadership for the part of a drouth-recovery pro- 
gram that calls for concerted action in all of 
the affected states. But a very great deal is the 
responsibility of the states themselves. 

Here in Missouri, as in Colorado and Kansas 
and Texas, Oklahoma and New Mexico, we need 
to be learning more about our groundwater, as 
a basis for enacting legislation. Withdrawals of

St. Louis can compliment the Board of Alder- 
men on passage of the bill extending the earn- 
ings tax effective Saturday.

Never- 
theless, the aldermen acted with speed and 
unanimity. They received the bill on Monday 
and passed it on Wednesday by a vote of 18 to 0. 
Mayor Tucker signed it at once. While St. Louis 
now has to consider ways left open by the Legis- 
lature to make this revenue measure permanent 
beyond next April 15, at least the city has a 
respite from its niggling struggle for funds. St. 
Louis can begin to plan now for bigger things 
and new projects, for a bond issue and express- 
ways and parking—for a, new civic map for 
progress and places where dirt can fly. 
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With Two Months Left 

Up to now, Republican leaders have treated as 
unreasonable carping any suggestions that Con- 
gress is not bending to the consideration of 
President Eisenhower's legislative program as 
energetically as it might.

The St. Lawrence seaway bill and the wool sub- 
sidy bill have passed the Senate and await action 
in the House. 

Three other measures have passed one cham- 
ber after drastic alteration—Hawaiian statehood, 
which went through the Senate after being cou- 
pled with Alaska statehood, the housing bill, 
which went through the House after being shorn 
of public housing, and the military appropria- 
tions bill, which was reduced in the House by 
more than a billion dollars. 

That is the extent of the record to date. No 
final action By either chamber has been taken 
on foreign aid appropriations, on the reciprocal 
trade and tariff reduction bills, on broad farm 
policy, on Taft-Hartley law revision; on social 
security extension, on health insurance, on votes 
for 18-year-olds, on District of Columbia home 
rule or on any other of the dozens of. proposals 
sent to Capitol Hill in the Administration’s wide- 
ly publicized series of messages last winter.

Our defenses against recession should 
chnsist of three lines: 

1. Measures to prevent a decline by 
stimulating the natural growth of de- 
mand. , 

2. Measures to strengthen the econ- 
omy, so that if a decline does start it 
will not degenerate into a serious re- 
cession. 1 

3. Measures to stop a decline and 
promote a recovery, to be taken if a 
decline reaches serious proportions or 
gravely threatens to do so. 

In the past 25 years the ability of 
our economy to resist a decline has been 
greatly strengthened in many ways: 

1. As a result of reforms in the bank- 

ing system, banks will not again have 
to force wholesale liquidation upon bor- 
rowers and will not close in large num- 
bers. 
2. Private debts are smaller, relative 
to incomes and assets, and the obliga- 
tion to repay is spread out over a 
longer time. 

3. Unemployment compensation, farm 
price supports and social security for 
the older worker will tend to sustain 
consumers’ income in a decline. 

4. A large part of the drop in indi- 
vidual and business incomes in a. de- 
cline will be automatically absorbed 
the Government in the form of low 
taxes. Private incomes after tax will 
decline much less than they otherwise 
would. 

5. Partly because of these changes 
in the picture, we are less vulnerable 
to the spread of exaggerated pessimism. 


Ways Business Could Help 


All these changes in our economy 
have been useful. But there is still more 
that can be done to increase the power 
of the economy to resist a depression. 


Businesses can place their inventory 
and investment policies on a long-term 
basis, with less tendency to retrench 
sharply in a decline. They can strength- 
en their financial positions, Banks and 
other financial institutions can — 
a more stable view of the risks of credit 
extension. Selling effort can be freed 
from 8 tendeney to cut when 
sales deeline. 


The stabilizing influence of the Gov- 
ernment budget can be increased. We 
can adopt a budget policy that would 
avoid the tendency to raise tax rates 
or cut expenditures in a recession but 
would approach budget balancing 
through a long-term plan involving sur- 
pluses in boom and deficits in reces- 
sion. The unemployment compensation 
system can be strengthened. The tax 
system can be made still more respon- 
sive to economic conditions. And state 
and local governments can set up their 
financial positions so that they 
better able to carry on their ntial 
expenditures through a recession. 


Such measures, to make our econ- 
omy better able to withstand a de- 


- 


any 
that might add to the to 


cline, are the second line of defense 
against recession. 

We should be prepared to take fur- 
ther steps if a decline overruns our in- 
built resistances to recession, or serious- 
ly threatens to do so. 

A group of powerful instruments is 
available. Cutting present high tax 
rates would reduce tax collections by 
billions of dollars on short notice. This 
would offset a large part of the decline 
in private after-tax incomes” Useful 
Government expenditures can be in- 
creased by smaller but still significant 
amounts. Credit can be made easier and 
the money supply increased. The terms 
of federal loans and loan guarantees, 
notably for housing, can be liberalized. 

All such instruments raise the same 
difficult question—how much to do, and 
when. For example, if we take strong 
measures to stimulate the economy 
when it is about to recover anyway, we 
are likely to cause inflation. We will 
also be increasing the federal debt un- 
necessarily. Thus there is a danger of 
doing too much too soon. Of course, 
there is also a danger of doing too“ little 
too late and suffering avoidable unem- 
ployment and depression. 


Flexibility: Key to Success 


This difficulty arises mainly because 
economic changes cannot be reliably 
forecast. In this situation there is no 
substitute for sound judgment by re- 


_ sponsible officials. 


We cannot emphasize #00 strongly 
our belief that flexibility is the key to 
successful stabilization policy. 


At best, tax cuts and public works 
programs will not be flexible enough 
to deal with small, short recessions, For 
these we must rely on instruments that 
can start and stop quickly, like mone- 
tary policy. 

Tax cuts and public works programs 
should be reserved for serious reces- 
sion that has actually set in or been 
clearly forecast. In such a situation the 
need for action is imperative and the 
danger of doing too much relatively 


— 

When they age used, tax cuts and 
public works programs should be used 
with vigor and determination. Their 
goal should be not merely to check an 
economic decline but to stop it and 
promote recovery. b 
Ik a large stimulus is needed from 
the federal budget, it should come pri- 
marily from tax cuts rather than from 
public works or other spending pro- 
grams. Experience has shown that fed- 
eral spending programs, once started, 
have a way of persisting into a later 
period of prosperity and requiring 
higher taxes. - 

We already have a very large federal 
budget and with it very high taxes. Tax 
cuts are urgently needed. Let us look 
with great caution and skepticism upon 

proposals for recession spending 
“normal” 
size of the federal budget and inter- 
fere with possible permanent tax cuts.

Nineteen-Y ear-Old Novelist 
a ‘we! OF VOICES DYING, by Glenn Scoft.

In this novel a young man, still an 
undergraduate at a Virginia university, 
writes conscientiously and adequately 
about what happens to a 19-year-old, 
intelligent, middle-class American 
boy in college today. By now, in 1954, 
this boy is about 21. For a writer so 
young to be so articulate is interesting 
and important. He is sincere and ob- 
servant describing the small town and 
college he knows, his friends, his loves, 
his widening awareness. 

“Would something happen to him? 
What Horace said had a sound of voices 
dying about it. A sound of growing up— 
like Horace said—and leaving something 
else behind. It was a hope that maybe 
there was a way out of the confusion 
and empty nights of adolescence into— 

2 what? 

“And adolescence 
had been so painful, 
hadn’t it? Perhaps 
it was all tied up 
with girls. 

Mr. Scott’s pub 
lishers and, inevit- 
ably, his reviewers 
compare this book 
with those of other 
young men writing 
of themselves. “This 
Side of Paradise” 
was written by a 
1. gifted writer who 
Glenn Scott had flung himself 

into college and out 
of it, and was excitedly concerned with 
the world around him. Mr. Scott does 
not have Fitzgerald’s literary talent, nor 
does he find much glamor in his world. 
By the time Hemingway wrote “The 
Sun Also Rises” he had been a working 
journalist for at least six years. Be- 
tween the books of these writers and 
Scott’s novel there have been many 
others. William Maxwell in. A Folded 
Leaf” described a sensitive boy in a fra- 
ternity house, and it may be discourag- 
ing that the same problems appear to 
Mr. Scott’s hero 15 years later, who 
says, “next year:it will be different.” 
Robert Henderson in “Whether There 
Be Knowledge” wrote a story more 
humorously about the same fraternities, 
the same girls and the same difficul- 
ties involved in wooing a girl in a car. 

More recently J. D. Salinger wrote 
* teher in the Rye,“ but it took him 
10 years to remember and make devil - 
ishly clear this 19-to-20-year-old period 
in his life. 

Mr. Scott is aware of the draft, aware 
of the importance of “a steady job and 
kids.” He values the experience that a 
young man may have by loving an older 
woman who may not have a new dress. 
but who has been married and has had 
a child. (His Laura is 26, but already 
talks like Candida.) 

He believes “a guy ought t com- 
fortable if he can swing it,” but he does 
have a friend who finds this saddening. 
He thinks, it is desirable for me to be 
as nice a guy as I can,” and, at the 
end of his book, concludes, “Yeah, I 
suppose so.” ' 

The important thing is not that the 
author is young but that he is writing 
from immediate feeling. This is what 
he thinks now and, probably, what oth- 
ers of his contemporaries think or feel 
now. He writes well about what he 
knows and deserves what his hero asks 
for, a damned good listener.”

Senator Sparkman’s chief of- 
fense seems to be that he per- 
mitted himself to be nominated 
as vice presidential candidate by 
his party, and thus became iden- 
tified with it and its platform 
and figuratively went about the 
country talking to strangers, a 
good many of them Yankees. 

You would suppose that a 
nomination as Vice President 
would be regarded as a compli- 
ment to a state and its people, 
that is, you might get that no- 
tion if you didn’t know how pro- 
vincialism can be exploited in 
the South for political purposes.

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CELIBACY CREDITED 
BY POPE FOR GREAT 
WORKS OF CHURCH 


VATICAN CITY, April 30 (AP) 
Pope Pius, in an encyclical to 
Roman Catholic bishops, pointed 
out what he described as 
“errors” propagated in recent 
years on the subject of priestly 
celibacy and religious chasity. 

The encyclical, made public 
today, is dated March 25, feast 
of the Annunciation of the Vir- 
gin Mary. Its title is “Holy Vir- 
ginity.” 

An official summary said that 
viriginity is understood in its 
traditional sense, and means not 
only physical integrity in sexual 
matters but “also and especial- 
ly” the state of chastity of reli- 
gious men and women, secular 
priests and persons consecrated 
to works of charity in the world. 

The encyclical praised the 
good accomplished by married 
people in the field of the apos- 
tolate. But, he said, the major- 
ity of the great works of the 
church, such as hospitals, 
schools, orphanages, social 
works, missionary work, have 
been founded and directed by 
priests, by men and women of 
religious orders. 

Such a prodigious activity, he 
said, would be rendered prac- 
tically impossible by solicitude 
for a home and the cares of a

It 
was impossible to believe that 
in a matter of weeks she would 
be 55. Entirely without make-up 
except for lipstick, she could 
easily have cheated the calen- 
dar by two decades. 

Conversation was not all in 
a light vein that morning. She 
spoke softly of the recent leave- 
taking of her son John at the 
Denver airport when he depart- 
ed for Korea, touching on this 
sad memory to illustrate the 
degree to which the General's 
entrance into politics had made 
their every move of public 
interest. 

“Ike and I said goodby ‘to 
John surrounded by dozens of 
reporters and camera men,” she 
said. “It was just as much of 
a strain on him as it was on 
me—-maybe more so; he knew 
at first hand the awfulness of 
war. All the three of us could 
do was stand and stare until it 
was time for me to kiss John- 
nie. Anything we might have 
said would have been news.” 

On successive mornings of in- 
terviewing (she liked starting 
at 9— My mind’s freshest when 
I first come she 
gave me a complete word pic- 
ture of her life and feelings.

While it was impossible 
to read and answer personally 
the average of 3500 letters ar- 


riving every week, Mrs. Eisen- 


hower kept up the remarkable 
pace of dictating over 75 letters 
a day and of never going to bed 
before she had signed all the 
day’s mail, including letters 
written by her secretary. As or- 
ganized as any business execu- 
tive but less formal, she dictated 
while in bed, offen stopping to 
answer one or two telephones 
on her night table. 

“I get up with letters, I go 
to bed with letters, I guess I'm 
what you’d call a well-lettered 


woman,” remarked. Mrs. Eisen- 
hower. 


She was also confronted with 
the problem of choosing a be- 


coming and useful wardrobe for 


campaign travel. She needed 
many changes, and space aboard 
the campaign train would be 
cramped. She bought a few hats 
but no new dresses. When she 
had tentatively decided what 
clothing to take, she asked her 
husband to look over the collec- 
tion. 

His interest in her clothes 
centered more on color than 
style. He has always been par- 
tial to all shades of blue, but 
detests red, a color she has 
avoided. Her small bonnet and 
pill-box hats have 14 * evoked 
his comment, but her fur jack - 
ets and coats have never been 
bought without his approval. 

On the campaign train Mrs. 
Eisenhower planned each day’s 
food with the chef, bearing in 
mind the whistle-stop schedule 
so that meals would be served 
between stops. Dinner was 
sometimes as late as 9 o'clock, 
and lunch was always cold buf- 
fet for everyone except the 
General. His wife insisted that 
he have a hearty hot meal at 
noon.
